Ion la Imperfect, In my opinion, in 
certain particulars, but It is a most 
mportant step in the right direction, 
and I earnestly hope thai it will be 
carefully studied and perfected by 
congress. 


The National Guard. 


Under existing law the national

the only force of trained men, other 
than the regular army, upon which 
we can rely.

the arm, keep the muzzle 


pointed towards the ground to the 
right or left of the lino of nmcli so 
it will not be pointed towards the 
hf*ls of the persons who may be 
walkug iu front of you. 


Alwaya hunt alone. 
By so doing 


you will get more game and run fewer 
chances of shooting same one or being 
«hot yourself. 
The author of these 


rules ban handled a gun since he was 
11 years old and never had any kind 
of an accident. 
On the other haud, 


he has been hit live times with bul- 
lets and nhot frnui gnus in the hands 
of careless pernous.

Always look to see "if the sights

Do not borrow your neighbor's gun.

A aportsnian or 


any person goo.l with a gnu knows 
his gnu aud knows just what he can 
do with it. 
It Is Ins knowledge that 


guarantees its successful use. The 
sights of rifles in particular are very 
delicately adjusted, not only to the 
eye, but to the manner and way of 
shooting of their owners. 
A man 


who really understands a gnu aud its 
care aud the importance of having it 
in perfect condition will be very shy 
about anting a friend fur tho loan of 
his guu.

Briar root pipes have been in con 


tinuous uso In this country for many 
years, but the general public, even tho 
pipe smokeis, have, little idea of how 
they are mado or of the time and at- 
tention necessary in their manufac- 
ture 


The briar which furnishes the root 


from which the pipes are made Is tho 
shrub called the white heath, or heath- 
er, and Is found chielly in the south ol 
Italy, on tbe island of Corsica and In 
Algeria. The shrub often grows to a 
large size, although only the roots are 
used In the pipe-making Industry. 


\fter the roots have bean cleaned 


of the earth which clings to them 
they are sawed into blocks of various 
dimensions, placed In vals and 
al- 


lowed to simmer foi 
twelve hours, 


which brings out the rich brown color 
for which the finest pipes arc prized 


Following this boiling process the 


blocks are steam dried for two weeks 
and then are sent to tho factory, 
where they are converted into pipes 
The blocks are sorted according to 
size by experts, are placed on shelves 
and kept at un even temperature for 
let- days when they are 
dried 
and 


then are sent to the machines, where 
the actual manufacture begins. After 
the blocks have been trimmed to the 
proper size, the upper part of the 
bowl is turned, then the lower part 
and stem, and then they are sand- 
papered. 
The finishing of the bowls 


then takes place.

Hriar root plpec have been in con 


tinuous use in this country for many 
years, hut the general public, even the 
pipe smokers, have, little Idea of how 
they are made or of the time and at- 
tention necessary In their manufac- 
ture. 


The briar which furnishes the root 


from which the pipes are made Is thra 
shrub called the whitt heath, or heath- 
er, and Is found chiefly In the south of 
Italy, on the Islan'd of Corsica and In 
Algeria. The chrub ofle.n grows to a 
arse size, although only the roots are 
used In. the pipe-making Industry. 


After the roots have bean cleaned 


of the earth which clings to them 
they arc sawed Into blocks ol various 
dimensions, placed In vats nnd 
al- 


lowed to simmer for twelve hours, 
which brings out the rich brown color 
for v;hich the finest pipes arc prized. 


Following this boiling process the 


blocks are steam dried for two weeks 
and then are sent to thin factory, 
where they are converted Into pipes 
The blocks are sorted according to 
size by experts, are placed on shelves 


turned night into day, sending back ami kept at an even temperature for

How to Make Them Look New and 


Fresh. 


Ribbons which are not really dirty, 


but Just crumpled ur out of condition, 
muy be freshened by being rubuud ou 
both sides ivlth u soft luuslln to freu 
them from dust, then pressed with a 
hot iron nuder a piece of line wet mus- 
lin. If dirty they may be steeped flrst 
for a few minutes in colil suited water 
(to set tbe colors), tlien put into warm 
soapy water, movLHl about Iu It ami 
drawn through tbe band without crum- 
pling until quite clean, then rinsed In 
nearly cold water. 
Giuu amble solu- 


tion may be put Iuto tbe lust rln.slui; 
water to give back to tlie rlbbon^'ls 
former slight stiffness. 
JSiiin.'iv.liif," Is 


not allowable, so a towwl must be used. 
the ribbon being sproud out smoothly 
and rolled up In It 


For silks of delicate coloring lb« old 


fashioned method of wjislilng In potato 
water Is roconunemletl. twu or three 
large potatoes being gi-.itpil into a pint 
of tepid water, left to stoop invliilo 11111) 
the water strained or poured oil' clear. 
This may be used cither for washing 
or sponging, the rlbbou in the latter 
cose being laid out on a table, sponged 
well on bulb sidus. dlppotl in eloar wa- 
ter mid.
